At the same time, an independent study which found 
that Ohio's prisons ranked 50th in the nation in over- 
crowding -- and 50th in the ratio of prison guards to | 
inmates -- must give state prison officials, and state 
legislators, pause.’

According to the Criminal Justice Institute, which 
annually publishes a statistical look at the nations 
prisons, there are some very good reasons why Ohio 
1s dead last in overcrowding and ynderstatfing. 

Ohio's percentage of inmates serving 20 years or 
-- 42 percent -- is double the national average of 
‘percent. This is a direct result of a pattern, begin- 
in 1982, of establishing fixed sentences, and 
ificantly upgrading penalties for drug offenses. 
At the same time, Ohio's spending per inmate is only 
2.09 per day, 64 percent of the national average of 
50,22 per day. Ohio ranks beneath such "progres- 
ive" states as Arkansas, Texas, North Carolina, and 
nessee in their per inmate expenditures for prisons.

There is clearly a need to address the state's prison 
system, Governor Voinovich and prison chief Reginald. |" 
Wilkerson have pushed a plan to increase expendi- 
tures on community-based corrections programs -- 
reducing those incarcerated in the state’s prisons. 
while promoting innovative strategies to keep inmates 
closer*to home.- We believe that this is absolutely 
essential to the safe operation of Ohio's corrections 


- system, ; re 


With inmate crowding at 178 percent of capacity, 
and with staff ratios lower than any state in the nation 
-- including Mississippi -- there is a need to take serious 
steps to address this problem. It cannot be done by 
the administration alone: the administration does not 
set the penalties for various offenses, or appropriate 
the dollars for the department. The legislature will have 
to begin to address this issue aggressively in conjunc- 
tion with the governor. 

There is no honor in being last in the nation in the 
resources we devote to ourprisons, And there may be 
a clear and present danger in continuing in that role.

‘waild nolonger be able to restrict their membership 
ong racial or gender grounds. And violation of that legal 
Requirement would subject them to the possibility of 
punitive damages, while also causing the suspension of 
their liquor and vendors’ licenses -- keys tu their success. 
The bill is currently in a subcommittee of the House 
Commerce and Labor Committee. Since many of the 
opponents of this measure are the wealthy and powerful 
people who create and join these clubs, the bill has run 
inlo some resistance. But we urge the House Commerce 
and Labor Committee to move quickly on this piece of 
legislation. 


It would seem that the issue of -discrimination in 
country clubs is a minor one, and not worthy of the kind 
of attention that this bill receives. But the issue is more 
complex, and more important, than its impact on a 
handful of wealthy Blacks or women 

For one thing, these clubs receive emoluments from 
the public trough -- such as liquor licenses and yendors 
licenses; non-profit status, which enables them to com- 
pete pricewise with other dining establishments, and 

tax deductability for their membership dues -- which 
certainly place their activities in the public domain. It 
Sticks in the craw of many Blacks that they must pay for 
these benefits for the wealthy while the beneficiaries 
can legally discriminate against Blacks. 


At the same time. these clubs often répresent, for 
their mémbers, a rung up the ladder of success, The 
contacts and business opportunities developed 
through these clubs are part of the reason that many 
members join -- and the sole reason that joining is 
tax-deductable. Under the circumstances, it is 
ludicrous that the tax code can be a safe harbor for the 
racism of others. 

These clubs argue that they are private, and thus 
should be exempt from the law. They say thal these 
laws violate their freedom of association. But that was 
the same argument used 30 years before by ‘those 
whites who fought against laws mandating opening of 
public accommodations and eliminating housing dis- 
crimination. It was a specious argument then. and it 
has gained no credibility today 

House Bill 190 is not radical legislation. A similar bill 


» was passed overwhelmingly by the Michigan legisla- 


ture in 1992 and signed by Gov. John Engler, a conser- 
vative Republican. The issue is not, as one legislator 
questioned, one of "quotas or affirmative action,” but of

Itwas.an odd audience speaking in behalf of a major 
civil rights bill, ‘ 

Certainly, the. Ohio Civil Rights Commission was 
there. And the representative of the National Or~ 
ganization of Women. And the NAACP. But those 
weren't the only ones speaking out, 

A female artist from Cincinnati: 
her husband, a ee company 
owner: a female realtor from Toledo 
who's been a leading female golfer 
for more than 30 years, another 
female realtor from northeastern 
Ohio -- all were white. They were 
seemingly somewhat conservative, | 
maybe even Republican, But they 
were testifying on behalf of the civil 
rights bill of a Black state repre- 
sentative, Vernon Sykes of Akron. 

The measure was House Bill 190. 
which would prohibit discrimination in such “private 
clubs" as country clubs, yacht clubs. and dining clubs 


Under Sykes’ bill, these clubs -; which are often 
non-profit. ventures for_which_members.receive tax 
deductions for joining -- would no longer be able to 
discriminate against minorities and women in their 
membership policies. 

Deborah Kline. the artist who filed a complaint with 
the Ohio Civil Rights Commission against her country 
club, the Terrace Park Country Club, because it 
refused to allow her to become a full member, said the 
discrimination that women suffer is often quite blatant. 


Women who are married to male members often 
cannot become members themselves. Kline said 
They are prohibited from playing golf at the preferred 
times.” And when they complain about it, as Deborah 
Kline did, they may be subjected to catcalls. slurs, and 
even threats from the men who are already members 

One female golfer. a realtor told of how she was 
invited to, and drove 100 miles to play at. the Muirfield 
Country Club in Columbus -- the club built by Jack 
Nicklaus. She was told that she could not play that day. 
although the course was not full. The only reason she 
could not play was her gender 

At the Terrace Park Country Club in Cincinnati, the 
rules for membership were changed in 1989 to 
eliminate the specific exclusion of women as full mem- 
bers. But the wording. said Deborah Kline’s husband 
Steve (a former board member) was made only to get 
around the biatant illegality of it. 

Today. Kline said. "regular membership at Terrace 
Park (is) 300 white males. 

In Toledo. where the Inverness Country Club recent- 
ly hosted the U.S. Open, only one Black and one 
woman are members of the club, Inverness only 
changed its policy after the Professional Golfers’ As- 
sociation decided to refuse to hold its tournaments at 
country clubs that discriminate.

The president of Inverness opposed the legislation 
Sykes was pushing. "We don't want to be told what to 
do," he said in an interview regarding discrimination at 
private clubs which appeared on WTOL-TV in Toledo. 
“We want to take the lead to do. what's right and 
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proper.” 

f course. it begs the question of why a club which 
discriminated against Blacks and women since its 
founding only suddenly decided to do what's "right and 
proper" when to do otherwise would mean losing a 
major.tournament. 

The greens and fairways of Inverness and Terrace 
Park are worlds away from the west side of Cincinnati 
or the poverty of inner-city Toledo. The membership 


, fees which these clubs charge -- sometimes as much 


as $20,000 per year -- certainly distance this civil-rights 
struggle from the epic battles of the 1960s. And it was 
clear that the speakers addressing this civil rights issue 
were far more comfortable on the greens and fairways 
than in the dusty streets of Selma or Birmingham. 

Yet paradoxically, that is what has given this civil 
tights bill its power. Governor George Voinovich has 
already endorsed the bill. And even.the Republican 
mempber of the subcommittee hearing the bill, Richard 
Hodges -- after asking a question of whether the bill 
promotes ‘affirmative action or quotas” -- seemed 
sympathetic to the complaints of these white women 
who could not tee up at the course when they wanted 
to. 

And the issue is deeper than tee times. As Steve 
Kline noted, these country clubs are the places where 
the business deals are made, These tax-sponsored 
havens for the wealthy and well-off are the incubators 
for the relationships and networking that hatch busi- 
ness deals and job promotions. "If women arid 
minorities are to make progress in the business world, 
they need to have access to the places where business 
is done," Kline said. And those places are the private 
clubs. 

Sykes said that the support from white women 
golfers -- many of whom, undoubtedly. are Republican 
-- represents “another strong ally that’s joined forces" 
with his bill. 

House Bill 190. Sykes said. is “truly a civil rights 
measure. It's not just a race or a class. it's for 
everyone." 


How the system neglected Denise 


For 18 months of her 21-month life. Denise Rome 
was in the custody of the Cuyahoga County Children 
Services department because her 
mother, 31-year-old Audrey Rome 
had allegedly neglected her 
daughter. On July 22 the county 
returned Denise to the custody of 
her mother stating that Audrey had 
successfully completed a treat- 
ment program which taught her 
parenting skills. basically how to be 
a good mother. Yet a little more 
than one month later Denise Rome 
was rushed to Rainbow Babies and 
Children’s Hospital where she died 


“alter being strutk Tithe abdomen. 


Audrey Rome. has beer charged with involuntary 
manslaughter in her. daughter's death 

The above story is-sad to say the least. but the worst 
part of this story is that days before Denise's death 
social workers were once again called to investigate 
Audrey Rome and allegations of abuse and neglect 
were lodged. Social workers came out and noticed 
marks and abrasions on Denise, which Audrey~at- 
tributed to the child's overactive play and falling down.’ 
The county coroner's office has stated that the wounds 
found on Denise, appeared to be those inflicted by a 
belt or-hanger and-that they were at least a month old. 

Prior to Denise s birth Audrey Rome gave birth to 
three other children, one who is addicted to crack 
cocaine as was Denise and two who were reportedly 
born with fetal alcohol syndrome, These children were 
also removed from Audrey's custody and are being 
cared for by relatives. 

Now given all of the above situations why would 
anyone return a 21-montt-old child to Audrey Rome? 
| am totally confused by this case. and it continues to 
fuel my feeling that the agencies that are put in place 
to protect children are doing a miserable job, 

Police officials who have interviewed Rome do not 
consider hér a murderer and state thal she is nol aware 
of what has happened. This is probably accurate, if in 
fact she is as addicied to drugs and alcohol as her 
history would lead one to believe, Audrey is also a

fortunate. that doésn't really attempt to fight the war on 
drugs thatis killing and imprisoning Black children, men 


ae es joe is 1 
and women on a daily basis. A system that does not 
adequately attempt to address the needs of those who 
have become addicted to these drugs. and help them 
to become productive citizens, 

It was also very upsetting to hear the Cuyah 
County Commissioners berate Judge Ferrari for his 
concern about how they came to the decision to return 
Denise to Audrey's custody. Commissioner Timothy . 
Hagan accused the Judge of using this case as a 
political pawn and states there are other cases that 
Ferrari has not shown the same level of concern with, 
My opinion is that if this is true. bring those cases to 
the forefront, but above all look at what negligent 
behavior on the part of social workers can lead up to, 

The bottom line in this case is that either the 
caseworkers are not properly trained or they are totally 
overworked to ignore warning signals like those in the 
Rome case, Audrey Rome should have been given 
more help than she was:afforded to attempt to turn her 
life around. 

My final view on the situation will not sit kindly with 
many, but there has to be some manner in which birth 
control is mandated for those who continue to mistreat 
their bodies and that of their offspring, Audrey Rome 
should never have been allowed to carry four children 
while under the influence of drugs and alcohol. 

The-nightmare of children being an after thought, 
and not-little bundies. of joy that you cherish, nurture

Hey, investor! Do 
you know what 
you are doing? 


The cover story of this week's Barron's, 
Wall Street's weekly news summary, is about 
a two-to-three year trend in the financial 
markets that could have disturbing conse- 
quences for individual investcrs--indeed, tor 
the economy as a whole 

For the past several years, individuals have 
become the largest single investment block of 
investors in especially the U.S, stock market 

~Their_ level of participation is aporoaching 
heights from which the stock market began a 
long, steady decline in the early to mid-1970s. 

What has been happening, according to 
Barron's, is that individuals are running 
scared--scared of not being able to afford a 
decent retirement, afraid of not being able to 

$end their children to college, scared of not 
being able to save enough money to buy 
homes 

The less-than-exciting interest rates that 
are being paid on conservative investments, 
such as CDs and money market funds, has got 

folks down right skittish, yet they have been _ 
pouring money into one of the most volatile 
investment alternatives--the stock market 
They feel a certain need to be where the action 
is. They feel it is the only game in town. 

Just as "yuppies" of the 1980s wanted to 
mastermind their careers to their greatest ad- 
vantage, today’s. investors are now trying to 
mastermind their futures through-speculative 
vehicles and without the slightest clue about 
what they are doing, That, friend, is the es- 
sence of the warning the Barron's article 
sends out this week, 

Investors at the various stages of the typical 
life cycle are behaving, according to Barron's 
with an almost unforgivable imprudence, 
making the possibility of what they are trying 
to avoid more real everyday the "whys" of this 
developing frenzy are the same as those 
governing any other, : 

In this column a few months before Presi- 
dent Clinton was elected, | predicted that the 
Stock market, as measured by the Dow Jones 
industrial Average, would begin an ac- 
celerated climb to somewhere close to 4,200 
months after Clinton took office. That number 
was not picked out of thin air, although | must 
admitto joking about it even as | put it forward 
| also predicted that soon after that number 
was reached, a major decline would ensue. 

And, surprise, surprise, the other day, | read 
another newspaper that reported on one 
analyst who now thinks the Dow Jones 
average will reach 4,000 within the next few 
months. While | share this analyst's sentiment, 
| would hasten to caution that it was this same 
kind of anticipation that led to the speculative 
abandon of 1987 and the subsequent drop in 
the market then. 

What the Barron's article implies is that 
investors in the markets today who remember 
what happened in 1987 are prepared for a 
similar drop, especially if it is a rapid one. What 
they are not prepared for is a drop that lasts 
and lasts and lasts. Many have never ex- 
perienced such a drop 

Warnings having been stated, the following 
conclusion is inescapable about the stock 
markets--namely, they are all based on the free 
will of the investors who play them. There is no 
federal law--and there shouldn't be one either- 
-that says once markets get too high, they 
should slowly disallow further buying so as not 
to disturb those with a great deal at stake 

We always believe--as we must--that this 
time things will be different. | will admit to a 
certain acceptance of the progressive nature 
of history. | feel compelled, nevertheless, to 
state one. rule about the markets that, to my 
knowledge, has not been disproved as of this 
writing: rising markets, once set into motion, 
tend to continue their rises until all the buyers 
fueling them have'been satisfied. When all 
buyers are satisfied, only sellers are left, 
Markets then decline 

Similarly, declining markets, once set into 

metotion; will gontioeve: their declines: until the: 
major sellers fueling them have been satisfied. 
When all sellers have been satisfied, only 
buyers are left. Markets then rise. That rule 
applies in this market as it has in every market 
since time began: | base my 4,200 prediction 
onit 

Here is another rule to which | steadfastly 
hold: when you see a frenzy that seems to feed 
upon itself in the financial markets, find your 
comfort in doing the opposite of what the crowd 
is doing. For example, if everybody is con- 
vinced that the stock markets will go higher 
because interest rates can only go lower, Teave 
the stock market and head for money market 
funds, You can be reasonably sure that interest 
rates will rise and leave your feeding friends 
holding the bag. 

The colossal problem with advising some- 
one to go against the grain is that most people 
prefer to be accepted as doing what their peers 
are doing. Advice is good only when it is 
heeded. I’hope | am wrong, but | see trouble 
ahead. | see major frolicking hitting the street 

beforehand; | hope it can last.

Although taxpayers commonly take 
dependency exemptions for their 
children, many fail to realize that if they 
are providing at least half of the support 
of a parent, or another close relative, they 
may take an additional dependency ex- 
emption on their tax return, as long as 
that relative does not file a joint return 
with his or her spouse. 

The dependency exemption, which 
directly reduces your taxable income, is

Soul City can really happen

, Did you ever notice that black 
people are always talking about 
what we're “fixin' to get ready to do." 
When was the last time you know 
that Black America collectively 
stepped forward and stood behind 
a movement or cause long enough 
to make it happen? 

The last great collective black 
capital project was Marcus 
Garvey's “Back to Africa" move- 
ment of the 1920s. Then four million 
Negroes bought stock in the Black 
Star Lines, Inc’, illustrating what we 
can do when we want to. While just

a few hundred American blacks ac- 
tually went to Liberia, years of 
government persecution of Garvey 
cut off the head of Black America’s 
most Successful capital accumula- 
tion campaign 

Right before our eyes, American 
Jews have built Israel from barren 
land to what it is today. And Asians_ 
have made Asian-American—em- 
pires across urban America. Unlike 
the Jews, Asians, or even blacks of 
yesteryear, blacks today have no 
monument they can show as an 
achievement. Since Martin Luther 
King's "Dream," most of us have 
been doing: just that--dreaming 


about what we are getting ready to 


do. Will four million contemporary ” 


blacks support something that can 
illustrate our common commitment 
in today's environment? 

Some African Americans will 
remember 20 years ago, when the 
Congressional Black Caucus 
(CBC) Legislative Weekend stated 
that-a Black Family Plan should-be 
created to produce over $300 mil- 
lion-a-year in black collective par- 
ticipation toward economic 
development projects for our inner 
cities 

Other of us will recall that Con- 
gress of Racial Equality (CORE)

The Fund has 113 acres of 
land in Warren County, North 
Carolina, which is a predominantly 
black County located on the North 
Carolina-Virginia border between 
Raleigh/Durham and Petersburg, 
Virginia. ‘ 

\F's "Soul City" is a modern-day 
project that can-show blacks main: 
taining and increasing their owner- 


agent's fee to pay doesn't hold 
water, Studies have revealed that a
